E. A. Muschamp, of Narberth, 
author and newspaperman, was the 
speaker Tuesday at the Bala-Cynwyd- 
Narberth Rotary Club. His topic, 
"Audacious Audubon," dealt with the 
speaker's recent biography of the emi- 
nent naturalist and artist. 

"Montgomery County should be 
proud of Audubon," Mr. Muschamp 
said, "for it was here that he made his 
home for a time: it was here he worked 
and painted, and it was a Montgomery 
County girl whom he married — and 
whose help played a big part in his 
success." 

Audubon's home was on the Perkio- 
mcii, near Betzwood, and is now owned 
by the Wetherill family. Here the 
great naturalist made his first experi- 
ments in bird-banding as part of his 
work. He was a cosmopolitan, how- 
ever, and a world-traveler. Many 
parts of the United States claim hint 
as a resident. 

The difficulties and labors of writ- 
ing a biography were brought out by 
the speaker in an interesting and at 
times amusing fashion. The urge to 
write this hook, he said, came from a 
sight of Audubon's collection of giant 
paintings in the Academy of Natural 
Sciences, Philadelphia. Delving into 
biographies revealed a lack of many 
details, and Mr. Muschamp decided 
to write a book of his own. 

An outline was prepared and a pub- 
lishing contract secured. Then fol- 
lowed hours of delving into libraries, 
newspaper files, etc., for information — 
interviews with historians and natural- 
ists, reading of Audubon's own work.

Slow Driver Termed 

Menace by Auto Club 

"Contrary to popular belief, the slow 
driver on the open highway is a greater 
menace to safety than the motorist 
who drives along at a speed warranted 
by the condition of the road and the 
volume of traffic." 

That is the opinion of the Keystone 
Automobile Club, which points to the 
hazard created for other drivers by 
slow-moving vehicles, particularly at 
peak traffic periods on Saturdays and 
Sundays. 

"Many drivers seem to think they arc 
playing it safe by creeping along the 
highways at a 15-to-20-inile rate," says 
Joseph R. Murphy, manager of the 
Ardmore office of the club. "As a mat- 
ter of fact, they are making a contri- 
bution to accidents comparable to that 
of the reckless speedster. 

"Most motorists have a destination, 
and feel they have a right to get there 
in reasonable time. Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey permit a maximum speed 
of forty miles an hour on the open 
road.

What Price Independence? 

Narbertli prides itself, and rightly we feel, on its community soli- 
darity There, is a imitv and community spirit in the borough which it is 
hanl'to fiiHl in other Main Line (owns. While some of the old ncghbor- 
liness has disappeared due to the growth of population, a spirit ol co- 
operation exists which has manifested itself on many occasions. 

It is just as well to consider, however, whether or not we Narberth 
residents are paying too high a price for our independence. ^»™mter- 
esting figures were presented at the meeting ol the Bala-Cynwyd Rotary 
Club last week by Lower Merion's treasurer. Peter C. Hess. Lower 
Merion's total rate for school, township and county taxes, he stated, is 
29 mills as compared to Narberth's 43 mills. This means that on a 
hundred dollars of taxes a Lower Merlon resident would pay $4 J to a 
Narbertb resident's $43. The comparison with the borough was not the 
only one drawn, many other nearby townships being cited, each with a 
rate higher than Lower Merion. _ 

Tn considering the difference in tax rales, one must also take into 
consideration the total of services rendered by each municipality. Kar- 
berth residents have a distinct advantage on at least two counts. In the 
first place there is free collection of rubbish and ashes by borough authori- 
ties for which service township residents must pay. In the second nre 
insurance rates are lower in Narberth than in any other town on the 
Main Line, due to the efficiency of the Narberth Fire Company and to 
the fact that they have complied with all suggestions of the I hilaclelplna 
Suburban Underwriters. The Fire Company receives an annual appro- 
priation from the Borough Council. 

Tn several respects the township's facilities are used by the borough. 
\ large sum of the School Board's tax duplicate is passed along to Lovyer 
Merion to pav the tuition of Narberth students at the Lower Merion 
Junior and Senior High School. The police force, while under the juris- 
diction of Council and the Burgess, is composed of men from the Lower 
Merion force. The Narberth Board of Health utilizes the services of the 
Lower Merion Board in the matter of milk, water and ice cream inspec- 
tions Payment is made to the township for each of these services which 
investigation found would be cheaper than to set up independent 
machinery in every department. 

We are not holding a brief for annexation of the borough by Lower 
Merion. There are too many things to be considered both for and 
against to jump to any such conclusion. We are merely trying to present 
some facts as we see them. 

A considerable share of Narherth's tax money goes to pay olf the 
interest and principal of its bonded indebtedness. Lower Merion s debt 
is comparatively small, much smaller in proportion than the boroughs. 
On the other hand, Narberth's "Plant," its physical equipment of streets, 
sewers, etc., is all built and the maintenance charges are small. The town- 
ship is faced with the expense of building roads and sewers in still unde- 
veloped sections for vears to come which will eat up a large share of tax 
money. There has been agitation in Merion to set up a borough in the 
last year or two based on this very point, that the people object to having 
their money used to develop some far-off section of the township. 

This seems to be one of the main points in such a consideration, 
whether things are done better by a small unit of government or by a large 
one. In the recent airing of the question of annexation of the suburbs 
by the city of Philadelphia, the view was stated by a Lower Merion com- 
missioner that the further you go in the decentralization of local govern- 
ment the better government you have. If that logic applies to Lower 
Merion in connection with the city, it also holds for Narberth in relation 
to the township. 

This matter of unequal tax rates may adjust itself if within the next 
few years the Narberth Borough Council makes tax rate reductions simi- 
lar to those it has effected during the past four years. But what if they 
don't, and how about it in the meantime, you say. Well, let's hear your 
views ! 



The peculiar taste of much of our 
bootleg booze is at last explained. It 
appears that much of the stuff has been 
brought in on the New York City 
garbage scows. Of course, now that 
the news has had adequate publicity, 
the scows will have to cease carrying 
the stuff. The procedure is really 
rather unsanitary. And besides, the 
Federal authorities object strenuously 
to the carrying of alcoholic beverages 
by scows chartered only for the carry- 
ing of garbage. There is really quite 
a material difference between the two 
objects, even though quite frequently 
one would imagine that their chemical 
composition is similar. I believe that 
under the latest rules and regulations 
a barge must have a duly authenti- 
cated ruin-running permit in order to 
carry liquor without molestation. 

During the investigation of the pres- 
ence of liquor on the garbage scows 
many interesting facts came to light. 
At the time when the liquor myste- 
riously came aboard the scow, the cap- 
tain was indulging in a slight snooze 
below decks. The mate had been en- 
gaged in the religious centre of the 
scow zealously studying the Bible les- 
son for next Sunday. Half of the 
crew had been so deeply submerged in 
prayer and meditation that it did not 
see the liquor come walking aboard. 
The rest of the crew saw men bringing 
packages on board, but rather imagined 
that the packages contained a new sup- 
ply of Bibles for the Gideon Society. 
They identified most, if not all, of their 
visitors as Lon Chancy. No one has 
even yet analyzed the generous im- 
pulses which prompted the rum-run- 
ners to cache their valuable cargo 
aboard the garbage scow. No money 
changed hands. No promises were ex- 
changed. In a lit of extreme gener- 
osity, rum-runners of unknown iden- 
tity had presented the city of New 
York with a cargo of alcoholic liquors 
whose value ran into tens of thousands 
of dollars of anybody's money. The 
donors even preferred to remain anony- 
mous. There is, it seems, a Santa 
Claus. Or several of them. 

It was strange that the only time 
that this urge to play Santy to the 
municipal boys came upon the rum- 
running clan, the coast guard should 
choose to intervene and examine the 
scow. By some strange coincidence, 
the only garbage scow which had ever 
carried a drop of alcohol fell into the 
hands of Uncle Sam's energetic sea- 
men. Uncle Sam has already con- 
fiscated the drinks, and he is thinking 
of keeping the scow. For what pur- 
pose, no one seems to know. Anyway, 
official throats in municipal circles 
around New York, which is a small 
town about a hundred miles from 
Philadelphia, are possibly a bit dryer 
than usual. And "an exhaustive in- 
vestigation will go to the bottom of 
the matter." That is the trouble with 
all "exhaustive investigations." They 
always go to the bottom of matters. 
And they never bother the "higher- 
ups" the least bit.

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Lower Merion Enjoys Lowest 

Taxes in Section, Says Hess 

Tells Rotarians of Low Indebtedness and High Standard of 
Government; Township Treasurer Important Official 



The advantages and economics of 
living in Lower Merion were cited last 
Tuesday hy l'eter C. Hess, Township 
Treasurer, speaking before the Bala- 
Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club. He 
also gave an insight into sonic of the 
tasks of his department. 

The importance of the job of Town- 
ship Treasurer, he said, is shown by 
the fact that he is probably the highest 
bonded official in the State, the amount 
being $1,300,000. The State Treasurer 
files a bond for only $500,000. 

All moneys for the township arc re- 
ceived by him, and all expenditures go 
through his hands. This involves the 
signing of over 18,000 warrants a year. 

"In fact," Mr. Hess said, "the Town- 
ship Treasurer must serve in almost 
the capacity of comptroller." 

The rapid growth of the township 
was seen in assessment figures for the 
past six years. They are: 

1925 $54,810,000 

1926 59,790,000 

1927 62,429,000 

1928 75 000,000 

1929 78,420,000 

1930 81.222,000 

The actual real estate values, the 
speaker pointed out, would be at least 
three times these figures, for the as- 
sessment basis is low. 

Some interesting figures were pre- 
sented to show the low tax rate in 
Lower Merion as compared with other 
Municipalities, and to show also the 
tendency of the local officials to lower 
the rate at every opportunity. 

It was shown that whereas Lower 
Morion's total rate for local, school 
and county taxes was 29 mills, neigh- 
boring places are much higher. Rad- 
nor pays 31 mills on a higher basis of 
valuation; Haverford is charged 38; 
Narberth, 43; Cheltenham, 42; Abing- 
ton, 42^; Upper Darby, 40. 

"And," said Mr. Hess, "Lower Mer-
